NEW-JERSEY. 

AN  ACT  To  incorporate  Medical  Societies 
for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  practice  of 
Physic  and  Surgery  in  this  State* 

WHEREAS  the  Medical  Society  of  New- 
Jersey  have  presented  to  this  Legislature, 
a  petition  setting  forth  the  inadequacy  of 
their  incorporating  act,  passed  the  16th 
February,  1816,  and  the  supplement  to 
the  act,  passed  the  10th  February,  181§  : 
Therefore, 

Sec.  1.      BE  IT  ENACTED,    by  the 

Council  and  General  Assembly  of  this  State, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  Medical  Society  of  New- 
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Jersey,   already  incorporated  by  the  style 
and  name  of  "  The  Medical  Society  of  New 
Jersey,"  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  sueing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  de- 
fending and  being  defended  in  all  courts  and 
places,  and  in  all  matters  and  causes  what- 
soever, and  shall  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the 
same  at  their  pleasure  ;  and  that  the  said  so- 
ciety shall  be  composed  of  four  delegates, 
chosen  by,  and  from  each  of  the  district  so- 
cieties which  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be 
formed  in  the  respective   counties  of   the 
State,  in  equal  representation :  the   officers 
for  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey, 
independently  of  the  authority  of  delegation  $ 
the  society  thus  composed,  shall  meet  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  May,  which  is  hereby 
made  the   time   of  annual  meeting;  there 
shall  also  be  a  semi-annual  meeting  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  November  yearly  and 
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every  year ;  the  said  society,  when  consti- 
tuted as  aforesaid,  shall  be  authorized  to 
choose  by  ballot,  a  President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their 
compensations,  and  shall  make  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  for  the  due  manage- 
ment of  their  concerns  as  may  be  necessary ; 
Provided,  the  same  be  not  in  any  instance 
contrary  to  any  law  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  or  to  the  constitution  of  either 
of  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  said 
Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  whenever 
applied  to  for  that  purpose,  or  may  judge  it 
expedient,  may  appoint  five  licensed  physi- 
cians or  surgeons  of  skill,  learning  and  in* 
tegrity,  practitioners  and  residents,  in  each 
or  any  county  in  this  state,  who  shall  respec- 
tively meet  at  the  county  town,  in  each  of 
the  different  counties,  at  such  time  or  times 
as  may  be  assigned,  and  of  which  due  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  Medical  Society  of 
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New-Jersey,  and  then  and  there  the  said 
physicians  and  surgeons  shall  form  them- 
selves into  a  society  to  be  called  "  The  Dis- 
trict Medical  Society  for  the  county  of 

in  the  State  of  New-Jersey," 
and  being  so  convened,   and  not  less  than 
five  in  number  they  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  capable 
of  sueing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,   answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  of  defending  and  being  defended  in  all 
courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  and 
causes  whatsoever,  and  shall  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change 
and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  that 
they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  fix  the  times 
and  places  of  their  meetings,  if  within  the 
limits  of  the  respective  counties  ;  and  also 
to  choose  a  president,  vice-president,  secre- 
tary, and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  fix  their  compensations,  and  shall 
make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  due  management  of  their   concerns  as 
may  be  necessary :    Provided,  the  same  be 
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not  in  any  instance  contrary  to  any  law  of 
this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  or  to  the 
constitution  of  either  of  them ;  and  it  is  here- 
by made  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  each  of 
the  county  Medical  Societies,  to  present  to 
the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  at  any 
anniversary  meeting  immediately  succeeding 
their  first  meeting,  (and  also  of  all  those 
now  in  existence,  if  not  already  done)  a  copy 
of  all  their  proceedings  had  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey,  is  hereby  required 
to  file  the  same  among  the  archives  of  the 
said  society. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Med- 
ical Societies  of  counties  already  in  existence, 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  bo- 
dies corporate  and  politic  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  names  of  the  Medical  Society 
for  the  county,  where  such  societies  have 
respectively  been  formed,  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  sueing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answer-

ing  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places  and 
in  all  matters  and  causes  whatsoever,  and 
shall  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may 
alter  and  renew  the  same  at  their  pleasure  ; 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges 
and  immunities  in  all  matters  and  things  for 
the  due  management  of  their  concerns  as 
may  be  necessary  in  the  same  manner,  and 
as  fully  as  is  set  forth  in  the  preceding  section 
and  with  the  same  restrictions. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  physi- 
cians who  have  heretofore  been  presidents 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  the 
physician  who  now  is,  and  all  physicians 
who  may  hereafter  be  presidents  of  said  so- 
ciety, shall  rank  as  fellows  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey,  and  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  delegated  mem- 
bers. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Medi- 
cal Society  of  New-Jersey  (including  both 
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fellows  and  delegates)  are  hereby  authorized 
to  institute  regulations,  which  shall  again  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  fellows,  acting  separately,  according  to 
which  regulations  the  Said  Medical  Society 
of  New-Jersey  may  confer  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Medi- 
cal Society  of  New-Jersey  established  as 
aforesaid,  is  hereby  empowered  to  examine 
all  students  who  shall  and  may  present  them- 
selves for  that  purpose,  and  to  give  diplomas 
under  the  hand  of  the  president  and  seal  of 
the  society,  which  diploma  shall  be  sufficient 
to  empower  the  person  so  obtaining  the  same 
to  practice  physic  or  surgery,  or  both,  as 
shall  be  set  forth  in  said  diploma,  in  any 
part  of  this  state. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Medical  Society 
of  New-Jersey,  and  also  the  District  Medi- 
cal Societies  of  the  respective  counties  of 
this  state,  to  purchase  and  hold  any  estate, 
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real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  respec- 
tive societies  :  Provided,  the  annual  income 
of  such  estate,  as  well  real  as  personal, 
which  the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey  is 
hereby  authorized  to  hold,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the 
annual  income  of  the  estate,  as  well  real  as 
personal,  which  the  county  societies  are  re- 
spectively authorized  to  hold,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  applica- 
tions for  a  license  to  practice  physic  or  sur- 
gery, or  both,  within  any  of  the  counties  of 
this  state,  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as 
the  society  shall  direct,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  society  at  its  annual  meetings, 
to  appoint  three  or  more  censors,  which 
number,  when  so  appointed,  shall  be  called 
"  The  Board  of  Censors  for  the  Medical  So- 
ciety of  New-Jersey,"  from  and  for  each  of 
the  following  districts,  viz ;  The  eastern, 
which  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of 
Sussex,  Warren,  Morris,  Essex  and  Bergen ; 
the  middle,  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
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counties  of  Hunterdon,  Somerset,  Middlesex 
and  Monmouth ;  and  the  western  district, 
which  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of 
Burlington,  Gloucester,  Salem,  Cumberland 
and  Cape-May ;  four  of  whom,  at  least, 
shall  proceed  to  examine  the  applicant  or 
applicants,  carefully  and  impartially  on  the 
subjects  of  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy, 
Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Surgery,  and  the  prac- 
tice of  Physic  and  Midwifery,  and  he  or 
they  shall  exhibit  a  general  acquaintance 
with  each  of  the  above  subjects,  before  re- 
ceiving a  certificate,  and  three  approving  sig- 
natures shall  be  necessary  to  make  valid 
each  certificate  recommending  the  applicants 
for  license. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  person 
shall  be  considered  qualified  for  examination 
before  the  board  of  censors  for  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey,  unless  he  shall  have 
studied  under  the  particular  direction  and 
preceptorship  of  a  regular  practising  physi- 
cian or  surgeon,  or  both,  of  this  state  ;  and 
and  the  said  board  shall  not  proceed  to  ex- 
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amine  any  candidate  until  he  can  give  satis- 
factory evidence  (and  he  is  hereby  required 
to  do  the  same)  of  having  arrived  to  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  studied  under  the  di- 
rection of  a  regular  and  licensed  practitioner 
of  medicine  as  aforesaid,  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  attended  at  least  one  course  of 
medical  lectures,  but  if  he  shall  have  obtain- 
ed a  diploma  from  any  college,  then  three 
years  study,  including  a  course  of  lectures, 
shall  be  considered  sufficient ;  Provided,  this 
act  or  any  section  of  it  shall  be  so  construed 
as  not  to  prevent  any  person  coming  from 
another  state  with  the  aforesaid  certificates 
and  qualifications,  from  presenting  himself 
before  the  board  of  censors  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey  for  examination. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  physician  and  surgeon  who 
shall  undertake  to  teach  the  profession  to 
others,  whenever  any  person  commences 
as  a  student  of  medicine  under  his  particular 
charge,  to  file  a  certificate  with  the  secretary 
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of  the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  or 
the  secretary  of  any  one  of  the  District  Med- 
ical Societies,  setting  forth,  that  the  said 
student  had  commenced  the  study  under  his 
care  and  preceptorship,  with  the  date  there- 
of: the  day  of  filing  such  certificate  to  be 
the  commencement  of  his  term  of  study ;  and 
When  the  said  student  shall  present  himself 
before  the  board  of  censors  for  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey  for  examination,  he 
shall  exhibit  the  said  certificate,  endorsed 
by  the  said  secretary,  that  such  had  been 
the  deposit  at  the  commencement  of  his 
course  of  study  j  and  if  the  said  applicant 
has  received  a  diploma  from  any  college,  he 
shall  produce  the  same  before  the  said  board 
of  censors,  that  they  may  proceed  to  examine 
him  according  to  the  directions  aforesaid : 
And  further,  the  said  student  offering  for  ex- 
amination, shall  satisfy  the  board  of  censors, 
by  certificate  or  otherwise,  that  he  has  pur- 
sued a  regular  course  of  study  under  the  care 
and  direction  of  a  regular  physician  or  sur- 
geon of  this  state.

Sec.  11.  Andbe  it  enacted,  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  student  of  medicine,  who 
after  a  due  course  of  instruction,  shall  be- 
lieve himself  qualified  to  commence  the  prac- 
tise of  physic  or  surgery,  to  apply  to  the 
IMedical  Society  of  New-Jersey  as  aforesaid, 
for  license  to  practise  physic  or  surgery,  or 
both ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  so- 
ciety thereupon  to  cause  the  student  so  ap- 
plying, to  be  carefully  and  impartially  exam- 
ined by  their  board  of  censors  in  the  presence 
of  at  least  four  of  them,  and  if  the  said  ap- 
plicant,   after    said   examination,    shall   be 
adjudged  to  be  duly  qualified  to  commence 
practice,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  them,  a  cer- 
tificate under  their  hands  of  his  being  duly 
qualified  to  commence  practice  as  a  physician 
or  surgeon,  or  both ;  which  certificate,  when 
presented  to  the  president  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey,  shall  authorize  and 
empower  him  to  grant  a  license  under  his 
hand,  and  the  seal  of  the  society,  to  the  per- 
son named  in   the  certificate,   to  practise 
physic  or  surgery,  or  both,  in  the  State  of 
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New-Jersey,  for  which  the  said  President 
shall  be  authorized  to  demand  and  receive 
from  the  person  so  licensed,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  fifteen  dollars,  to  be  appropri- 
ated in  such  manner  as  the  members  of  said 
society  shall  order  and  direct. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  per- 
son shall  commence  the  practise  of  physic 
or  surgery  within  this  state,  until  he  shall 
have  passed  an  examination,  and  received  a 
diploma  from  the  Medical  Society  of  New- 
Jersey,  established  as  aforesaid ;  and  if  any 
person  shall  practise  as  a  physician  or  sur- 
geon, without  having  first  obtained  a  license 
for  that  purpose,  [who  was  not  a  respectable 
practitioner  without  a  license  previous  to 
the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  fifteenth  of 
February  eighteen  hundred  and  sixteen,]  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  prescription, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered with  costs  of  suit  by  action  of  debt  in 
any  court  of  judicature  within  the  county 
where  such  offence  occurs,  one  half  thereof 
to  be  given  to  the  complainer,  and  the  other 
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half  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  township 
in  which  said  offender  resides  for  the  use  of 
the  poor ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  District  Society,  in  any  county  where 
such  penalty  shall  be  incurred,  to  prosecute 
for  the  same  :  And  further^  if  any  person 
shall  so  practise  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  he  shall  forever  thereafter  be  dis- 
qualified from  collecting  any  debt  or  debts 
incurred  by  such  practice  in  any  court  in 
this  state. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  all  per- 
sons who  may  be  hereafter  licensed  to  prac- 
tise physic  and  surgery,  shall  deposit  a  copy 
of  such  license  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
in  which  such  practitioner  may  reside,  and 
until  such  license  shall  be  so  deposited,  those 
practitioners  who  shall  neglect  the  same, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  of  this  act,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  no  license  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to 
file  such  license  in  his  office,  for  each  of 
which  he  shall  receive  twelve  and  a  half

cents,  and  no  more,  from  the  practitioner 
who  may  deposit  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  all  irreg- 
ular bred  pretenders  to  the  healing  art  under 
the  names  or  titles  of  Practical   Botanist, 
Root  or  Indian  Doctor,  or  any  other  name 
or  title,  involving  quackery  of  any  species 
from  practising  their  deceptions,  and  impos- 
ing upon  the  ignorance  and  credulity  of  their 
fellow-citizens ;  and  if  any  person  shall  at- 
tempt so  to  practise  in  any  of  the  counties  of 
this  state,  he  shall  be  considered  an  illegal 
practitioner,  and  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
contained  in  the  twelfth  section  of  this  act ; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  in  any  township  where  such 
offenders  may  reside,  as  well  as  the  duty  of 
the  District  Societies  to  prosecute  to  con- 
viction all  such  offences  against  the  laws  and 
well  being  of  the  people  of  this  state. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre-

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vent  any  person,  not  duly  qualified  by  law, 
from  practising  physic  or  surgery  in  special 
cases  or  emergencies,  when  a  regular  phy- 
sician or  surgeon  cannot  conveniently  bo 
had,  nor  shall  this  act  or  any  section  of  it  be 
so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  licensed  phy- 
sician or  surgeon,  living  in  an  adjoining 
state,  from  practising  in  this  state  occasion- 
ally, when  consulted  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  per- 
son now  lawfully  practising  Physic  or  Sur- 
gery, or  who  shall  be  licensed  as  by  this  act 
directed,  shall  deliver  his  account  or  bill  of 
particulars,  to  all  patients  or  their  lawful  re- 
presentatives respectively,  in  plain  English 
words  or  as  nearly  so  as  the  articles  will 
admit. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  pre- 
sent act  shall  be  taken  and  considered  as  a 
public  act. 

Sec  18.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  act 
passed  the  fifteenth  of  February,  eighteen 
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hundred  and  sixteen,  to  incorporate  the  Med- 
ical Society  of  New-Jersey,  and  the  supple- 
ment to  the  same,  passed  the  tenth  of  Feb- 
ruary, eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and 
the  further  supplement  to  the  act,  entitled  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  Medical  Society  of 
New-Jersey,  passed  the  twenty-eighth  of 
November,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  and  the  further  supplement  to  the  act, 
entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey,  passed  the  twenty- 
fourth  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  be  and  the  aame  is  hereby  rer 
pealed. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

OF  NEW-JERSEY. 


CHAPTER  I. 

TITLE    AND    MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  This  society  shall  be  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey ;  and  it  shall  be  com- 
posed of  four  Delegates  from  each  of  the 
District  Societies,  which  now  are,  or  may 
hereafter  be  formed  in  the  respective  coun- 
ties of  this  State  in  equal  representation ;  to- 
gether with  all  such  as  now  are,  or  may  here- 
after become  Fellows.  The  officers  for  the 
time  being,  shall  be  ex-offieio  members,  in- 
dependently of  the  authority  of  delegation. 

Sec  2.  The  Medical  Society  of  New- 
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Jersey  shall  hold  their  anniversary  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  May,  and  the  semi-an- 
nual meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  No- 
vember yearly  and  every  year ;  and  the  Dele- 
gates from  two  District  Societies,  with  the 
President,  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
may  form  a  quorum  for  business. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice- 
Presidents  the  society  may  choose  a  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore  if  delegates  from  two  Dis- 
trict Societies  are  present  on  the  days  of 
stated  meetings.  Special  meetings  require 
delegates  from  four  District  Societies. 

Sec.  3.  The  Delegates  composing  this 
Society  shall  at  every  anniversary  meeting 
produce  a  certificate  of  delegation,  signed  by 
the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  respective 
district  societies,  of  which  he,  or  they,  may 
be  members,  and  no  delegate  can  be  consid- 
ered a  member  without  such  certificate.— 
And  they  shall  be  considered  members  of 
this  society  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
shall  be  appointed. 
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Sec.  4.  1st.  Order  of  Business.  At  the 
opening  of  each  anniversary  meeting,  the 
Recording  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  organ- 
ize the  society  by  calling  upon  the  delegates 
of  the  respective  district  societies  for  their 
certificates  of  delegation,  which  when  re- 
ceived, shall  be  read,  and  if  approved,  their 
names  shall  be  entered  in  the  book  of  minutes 
by  the  Secretary,  in  their  proper  places,  de- 
signating the  particular  district  represented. 

2nd,  The  names  of  the  Fellows  present  or 
that  may  appear  during  the  course  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  pronounced  and  entered  by 
the  Secretary  in  the  book  of  minutes  under 
their  appropriate  title. 

3rd,  The  Secretary  shall  next  report  the 
names  of  all  the  delegates  and  fellows,  to- 
gether with  the  officers  who  are  entitled  to 
membership  ex-officio. 

4th,  The  President  shall  address  the  soci- 
ety in  such  manner  as  he  shall  think  expe- 
dient. 

5th.  The  proceedings  of  the  last  and  pre- 
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teding  meetings  shall  be  read  with  the  re- 
gister of  licentiates  of  the  past  year. 

6th,  Committees  for  examining  the  Treas- 
urer's accounts  and  reporting  the  unfinished 
business  of  the  preceding  year  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. 

7th,  Reports  of  the  standing  and  other 
committees  shall  be  received. 

8th,  Enquiry  and  investigation  of  the  by- 
laws and  proceedings  had  at  their  first  meet- 
ing of  the  District  Societies ;  and  such  al- 
terations made  as  may  be  judged  expedient. 

9th,  Attention  shall  be  given  to  such  com- 
munications as  the  members  may  think  prop- 
er to  make,  and  to  any  propositions,  which 
may  be  thought  conducive  to  the  welfare  of 
the  society,  or  to  the  general  interest  of 
medical  science. 

10th,  Appointment  of  Censors. 

11th,  Election  of  Officers. 

12th,  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  opeh 
each  semi-annual   meeting  by  calling  the 
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names  of  the  delegates,  fellows,  and  officers 
which  composed  the  preceding  meeting, 
shall  mark  the  absentees  and  publicly  pro- 
nounce their  names. 

13th,  One  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall 
next  read  a  Dissertation. 

14th,  The  proceedings  of  the  last  anni- 
versary meeting  shall  be  read  and  corrected 
if  any  errors  exist. 

15th,  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  re- 
ceived. 

16th,  The  ninth  rule  shall  be  the  next  and 
last  in  order  of  business. 

Sec.  5.  The  anniversary  of  this  society 
shall  be  held  at  the  city  of  New-Brunswick ; 
and  the  semi-annual  meetings  at  such  place, 
as  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at 
each  anniversary  meeting  may  designate ; 
to  commence  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Sec.  6.  The  President,  or  in  case  of  his 
absence  or  inability,  the  first,  second  or  third 
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Vice-President,  in  their  numerical  order,  i3 
authorized  to  call  occasional  meetings,  when 
applied  to  by  any  four  of  the  members,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  different  District 
societies,  and  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
by  the  Secretary  at  least  twenty  days  pre- 
vious to  the  meeting,  and  published  in  five 
of  the  newspapers  of  this  state. 

Sec.  7.  A  vote  of  two  thirds'  of  the  mem- 
bers present  shall  be  necessary  to  suspend 
or  expel  any  member  from  the  privileges  of 
the  society.  And  the  accused  member  shall 
first  have  notice  and  time  given  for  defence. 
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CHAPTER  II. 


OFFICERS 


Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  first,  second  and  third 
Vice-Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  stand- 
ing Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  every  anniversary  meeting  im- 
mediately after  the  society  is  constituted,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  address 
the  members  on  some  appropriate  subject, 
preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order  and 
regulate  the  business  of  the  society.  State 
and  put  questions,  call  for  reports  of  com- 
mittees, enforce  an  observance  of  the  by- 
laws  and  regulations,  have  custody  of,  and 
use  on  proper  occasions  the  seal  of  the  so- 
ciety. 

He  shall  grant  a  license  with  his  signature 
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and  the  seal  of  the  society  to  all  persons 
named  in  the  certificates  presented  from  the 
board  of  Censors  for  the  Medical  Society 
of  New-Jersey.  Keep  a  register  of  the 
names  of  those  whom  he  shall  admit  to 
practise  Physic  and  Surgery  in  this  State, 
and  of  the  date  when  the  license  was  grant- 
ed, which  he  shall  report  to  the  society  at 
every  anniversary  meeting,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation, 
disability,  or  absence  of  the  President,  the 
same  duties  shall  devolve  on  the  first,  and  in 
his  absence,  on  the  second  Vice-President, 
and  so  on  in  numerical  order ;  excepting  an 
address  at  the  anniversary  meetings,  grant- 
ing licenses  and  a  register  of  licentiates, 
each  of  which  belong  exclusively  to  the 
President. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  [they  having  the  privilege 
to  designate  the  particular  one]  at  every 
semi-annual  meeting,  immediately  after  the 
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society  is  organized,  to  read  a  dissertation 
on  some  Medical  or  Philosophical  subject: 
a  failure  without  a  reasonable  excuse  shall 
be  considered  indecorous  and  a  dereliction 
of  duty :  and  the  person  so  neglecting  shall 
be  ineligible  to  any  office  for  the  terra  of  one 
year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  have  the  charge  and  custody  of  all  letters 
and  communications  transmitted  to  the  soci- 
ety, shall  read  and  transcribe  in  a  book  such 
of  them  as  may  be  considered  worthy  of 
preservation  :  it  shall  be  his  duty  agreeably 
to  the  directions  of  the  society,  to  write  and 
answer  letters,  and  in  general  to  manage  all 
matters  of  correspondence.  He  shall  keep 
regular  and  fair  copies  of  all  the  answers  re- 
turned, and  shall  lay  them  together  with  all 
communications  before  the  society  at  every 
succeeding  meeting.  Shall  transmit  to  the 
Secretaries  of  the  several  District  Societies, 
information  of  such  subjects  as  may  have 
been  acted  upon  in  this  society  relative  to 

their  interest  or  well  being.    Shall  as  soon 
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as  convenient  notify  all  persons  that  may  be 
elected  honorary  members  of  this  society, 
and  at  the  same  time  transmit  them  a  copy 
of  the  by-laws  :  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him. 

Sec.  6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
have  charge  of  the  laws  and  records  of  the 
society ;  attend  all  meetings,  and  record  the 
proceedings  in  a  suitable  book,  after  they 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  society : 
give  timely  notice  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  by  all  the  regular  as  well  as  extra 
meetings,  which  the  President  may  deem  ex- 
pedient to  call:  he  shall  receive  and  lay  before 
the  society  all  nominations  and  applications 
not  connected  with  the  duties  of  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  :  shall  transcribe  in  the 
book  of  minutes,  the  names  of  all  licentiates 
admitted  to  practise  Physic  and  Surgery  in 
the  State  of  New-Jersey,  and  publish  in  five 
of  the  newspapers  of  the  State,  an  abstract 
from  the  proceedings  of  every  anniversary 
meeting,  with  the  names  of  those  to  whom 
the  President  has  granted  diplomas.

He  shall  notify  the  chairman  of  every  com- 
mittee with  the  object  of  appointment  and 
the  names  of  his  associates  and  furnish  ne- 
cessary papers :  demand  and  receive  from 
the  District  Medical  Societies  a  copy  of  all 
their  proceedings  had  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  file  the  same  among  the  archives  of  this 
society,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  assigned  to  him ;  and  as  a  com- 
pensation for  his  services,  shall  be  permitted 
to  draw  from  the  unappropriated  funds 
thirty  dollars  per  annum. 

If  he  shall  omit  or  neglect  to  attend  the 
regular  and  extra  meetings  of  the  society, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars for  every  neglect  or  omission,  unless  a 
satisfactory  excuse  can  be  offered  of  which 
the  society  shall  determine. 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge 
and  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  monies  be- 
longing to  the  society,  together  with  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursments,  and  exhibit  a  state- 
ment of  the  funds,  once  in  every  year,  [and 
oftener  if  required]  and  deliver  to  his  sue- 
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cessor  all  books  and  papers  with  the  balance 
of  cash  or  other  property  of  the  society  in 
his  hands.  He  shall  demand  and  receive  all 
money  due  to  the  society  :  shall  preserve  for 
the  benefit  of  the  society,  all  donations  and 
other  moveable  property  committed  to  his 
charge,  and  keep  an  exact  list  of  the  same, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  respective 
donors.  He  shall  not  pay  any  money  out 
of  the  treasury,  but  by  an  order  from  the 
President  or  presiding  officer,  and  shall  sub- 
mit his  accounts  for  examination  and  report 
to  a  committee  whenever  the  society  shall 
direct.  And  for  the  trust  reposed  in  him 
shall  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  give  to  the  society  a  bond  with  two 
responsible  persons  as  sureties  for  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  :  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  compensation  of  fifteen  dollars 
per  annum. 

Sec.  8.  The  standing  committee  shall 
consist  of  three,  and  be  considered  members 
ex-officio  of  the  Medical  Society  of  New- 
Jersey,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  at  every  an-

niversary  meeting,  to  report  the  general 
state  of  health  of  the  citizens  of  New-Jersey 
during  the  preceding  year,  the  causes,  na- 
ture and  cure  of  the  Epidemics  [if  any  have 
prevailed]  in  any  part  of  the  State — curious 
medical  facts,  discoveries,  and  remarkable 
cases  that  may  have  come  to  their  know- 
ledge. Also  to  report  all  irregularities,  ne- 
glect and  contempt  of  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Medical  Society  of  New- 
Jersey:  to  examine  the  by-laws,  and  pro- 
ceedings had  at  their  first  meeting  of  the 
several  district  societies,  to  see  that  they  are 
not  contrary  "  to  any  law  or  regulation  of 
the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  or  to 
any  law  of  this  State  or  the  United  States, 
or  to  the  Constitution  of  either  of  the  same." 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  prepare  for  pub- 
lication, in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed, 
all  cases,  facts,  circumstances  and  observa- 
tions on  Medical  and  Philosophical  subjects, 
either  of  a  general  or  local  nature,  as  may 
be  considered  by  the  society,  worthy  either, 
to  promote  its  own  respectability  or  the  well 
being  of  their  fellow  citizens. 
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And  that  these  several  objects  may  be 
promoted  it  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  presiding 
officers,  at  each  anniversary  meeting  to  de- 
signate and  appoint  one  individual  from  each 
of  the  three  Medical  districts  as  a  Reporter, 
who  shall  be  bound  to  furnish  the  standing 
committee  with  all  the  information  which 
may  present  relative  to  these  subjects. 

Sec.  9.  Every  officer  of  the  society  may 
for  sufficient  reasons,  resign  his  office,  or 
may  be  removed  by  order  of  the  society  for 
neglect,  inattention,  or  mal-conduct;  in 
either  of  which  cases,  or  on  the  death  of 
any  officer,  the  society  shall  supply  his  place, 
as  soon  as  may  be  convenient. 
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CHAPTER  III. 


DISTRICT    SOCIETIES. 


Sec.  1.  The  Medical  Society  of  New- 
Jersey,  whenever  applied  to  for  that  purpose 
may  establish  District  Medical  societies  if 
expedient  in  any  of  the  counties  of  this 
State  :  five  licenced  Physicians  or  Surgeons, 
practitioners  and  residents  of  the  county  are 
necessary  to  organize  any  district  society ; 
who  shall  meet  at  the  county  town  at  such 
time  as  may  be  appointed,  of  which  due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  by  this  society.  When- 
ever three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
concur  in  an  application,  they  shall  forth- 
with cause  a  commission  to  be  issued  in  the 
following  form :

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Sec.  2.  The  By-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  each  District  Society  cannot  in  any 
instance  be  contrary  to  any  law  of  this  State 
or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey,  or  to  the  constitution 
of  either  of  them :  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
District  .Medical  societies,  at  any  anniversary 
meeting,  immediately  succeeding  their  first 
meeting,  to  present  to  the  Medical  Society 
of  New-Jersey,  a  copy  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings had  at  their  first  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  Each  District  society  shall  select 
and  appoint  their  members  of  Delegation,  on 
or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  yearly 
and  every  year,  and  they  shall  be  consider- 
ed members  of  this  society  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  4.  Every  District  Society  shall  when 
required,  give  evidence  of  regular  organi- 
zation— meetings  at  stated  periods — that 
they  have  at  least  H\e  attending  members, 
and  a  compliance  with  the  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  of  this  society. 
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Sec.  5.  Each  District  Society  shall  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  their  Delegation,  at 
every  stated  and  special  meeting  of  this  so- 
ciety :  and  if  any  district  shall  fail  to  be  re- 
presented without  sufficient  reason,  an  inves- 
tigation and  report  of  such  negligence  shall 
be  required,  from  the  District  Medical  Soci- 
ety to  which  they  belong. 

Sec.  6.  All  the  officers  of  this  society 
may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  in 
good  standing  of  the  District  Medical  Soci- 
eties ;  except  the  President,  who  must  be 
chosen  from  the  members  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  New-Jersey. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Dis- 
trict Society  to  prosecute,  agreeably  to  the 
twelfth  section  of  the  act  incorporating  Med- 
ical societies,  all  persons  practising  as  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  in  their  respective 
counties,  without  having  passed  an  exami- 
nation and  received  a  diploma  from  the 
Medical  Society  of  New- Jersey  :  and  also 
to  convict   all  irregular  bred  Pretenders  to 
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the  lical ing  art  under  the  titles  of  Practical 
Botanist,  Hoot  or  Indian  Doctor,  or  any 
other  name  involving  quackery. 

Sec.  8.  The  Fellows  and  honorary  mem- 
bers of  this  society  may  attend  the  meetings 
of  any  District  Society,  although  not  mem- 
bers thereof ;  but  shall  not  have  the  privilege 
of  voting. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

FELLOWS. 

Sec.  I.  All  Physicians  who  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  elected  and  serve  as  Presi- 
dents, shall  rank,  and  be  considered  Fellows 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  and 
be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
delegated  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  rules  and  regula- 
tions  relative  to  the  degree   of  Medicinse 
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Doctor  liavc  been  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  Fellows  acting  separ- 
ately as  well  as  by  the  Medical  Society  of 
New- Jersey. 

1st.  An  applicant  for  the  degree  of  Medi- 
cines Doctor  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Med- 
ical Society  of  the  county  in  which  he  re- 
sides and  shall  have  practised  Physic  for 
eeven  successive  years  with  reputation,  with- 
in the  State  of  New-Jersey. 

2d.  He  shall  produce  satisfactory  testi- 
monials of  good  moral  character. 

3rd.  He  shall  read  before  the  society  a 
dissertation  on  some  Medical  or  Philosophi- 
cal subject  and  if  after  a  competent  examina- 
tion before  the  society  by  a  committe  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  he  shall  be  approv- 
ed, they  shall  rcccommend  him  to  the  society 
for  a  degree. 

4th.  The  candidate  shall  then  be  balloted 
for  by  the  society  and  admitted  to  a  degree 
provided  he  shall  receive  the  approving  votes 
X)f  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  present. 
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5th.  After  complying  with  the  above  rules 
the  applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
Diploma  signed  by  the  President  and  all  the 
Fellows  present  ;  for  which  he  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  so- 
ciety. 

Gth.  The  honorary  degree  of  Medicines 
Doctor  may  be  conferred  without  the  above 
mentioned  formalities,  when  recommended 
by  the  standing  committee  of  the  Medical  So- 
ciety of  New-Jersey,  each  member  of  the 
committee  concurring  in  the  nomination, 
and  approved  by  three  fourths  of  the  members 
present. 

7th.  That  all  applications  for  a  degree 
shall  be  made  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the 
society ;  but  the  degree  shall  be  conferred 
only  at  the  anniversary  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  Fellows  may  whenever  they 
think  it  expedient  or  conducive  to  the  repu- 
tation or  interest  of  the  society  nominate  in- 
dividuals as  honorary  members  :  the  propor- 
tion of  whom  shall  never  exceed  in  number

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CHAPTER  V. 

ELECTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  All  elections  for  officers  shall  be 
at  the  anniversary  meetings  of  the  society, 
and  by  ballot :  and  a  majority  of  the  electors 
shall  be  required  to  make  a  choice. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  day  of  election  one  or 
more  candidates  shall  be  nominated  for 
President  before  the  society  proceeds  to  bal- 
lot ;  if  no  election  obtains  on  the  first  canvass 
the  two  highest  shall  be  considered  the  can- 
didates for  the  succeeding  balloting  and 
when  a  choice  shall  have  been  made,  he  shall 
hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  until  another  shall  be  elected,  unless  in- 
terrupted by  death  or  resignation. 

Sec.  3.  The  three  Vice-Presidents,  Cor- 
responding Secretary  and  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  be  elected  annually ;  and  if  no  clec- 
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tion  obtains  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms, 
thay  shall  continue  until  the  next  anniversary 
and  until  others  are  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  continue  in  office  one  year, 
unless  death  or  resignation  prevent;  and  the 
same  may  be  re-elected. 

Sec.  5.  Nominations  of  candidates  for 
election  as  honorary  members  of  the  society, 
shall  be  made  by  one  or  more  of  the  fellows.

CHAPTER  VI. 

CONSULTATION. 

Sec  1.  To  promote  the  laudable  design 
of  the  Legislature,  in  forming  aud  incorpo- 
rating this  society,  to  discourage  empiricism 
and  to  prevent,  as  far  as  may  be,  all  unquali- 
fied persons  from  practising  medicine  or 
surgery ;    it   shall  be  deemed  disreputable, 
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and  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  member  of 
this  or  either  of  the  District  Societies  in  the 
capacity  of  Physician  or  Surgeon,  to  advise 
or  consult  with  any  person,  who  shall  here- 
after commence  the  practise  of  medicine  or 
surgery  in  this  state,  unless  he  shall  possess 
one,  or  the  other  of  the  following  qualifica- 
tions, 

1st.  He  Fhall  have  been  duly  examined 
and  approbated  by  the  Censors  of  this  soci- 
ety, or  by  those  of  some  Medical  Society 
or  shall  have  received  a  diploma  from  some 
Medical  College  or  University. 

2nd.  Or  should  he  have  been  educated  in 
or  come  from  some  other  state  or  foreign 
country,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to 
the  Censors  of  this  society  or  those  for  the 
District  wherein  he  resides,  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  his  qualifications  for  the  practise  of 
medicine  or  surgery,  agreeably  to  the  laws 
in  such  case  made  and  provided  in  the  State 
or  Country  where  he  has  been  educated, 

3rd.  Or  unless  he  shall  be  a  member  of 
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one  of  the  Fistrict  societies,  or  of  the  Med- 
ical society  of  New-Jersey. 

Every  member  of  the  society,  who  shall 
abet  or  assist  in  practice  any  person  not 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  or  any  one  who  has. 
been  expelled  from  the  society :  or  a  fiord 
him  advice,  or  consult  with  him  in  the  capa- 
city of  a  physician  or  surgeon,  shall  for  such 
offence  be  disqualified  for  one  year  for  giv- 
ing his  vote  at  any  meeting  of  this  society 
and  of  the  District  society  whereof  he  is  a 
member  ;  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  and 
reprimand  of  the  members,  and  in  aggravated 
cases  to  expulsion. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  considered  disreputa- 
ble for  any  member  of  this,  or  of  the  Dis- 
trict Societies,  to  advertise  publicly  for  sale, 
or  to  prescribe  for  any  disease,  any  medi- 
cine, the  composition  of  which  he  keeps  a 
secret  from  the  profession. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

BOARD  OF  CENSORS  AND  EXAMINATIONS. 

That  the  science  of  medicine  may  be  re- 
spectable, the  profession  honorable  and  the 
best  interests  of  society  promoted,  the  Med- 
ical Society  of  New- Jersey  have  adopted 
the  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  their  Censors ;  and  antici- 
pate with  confidence,  that  they  will  be  reg- 
ularly practised  without  respect  to  persons 
or  circumstances. 

Sec.  1.  At  each  anniversary  meeting  of 
the  society,  Censors  shall  be  appointed,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  one  year  and  until 
others  are  appointed  [and  the  same  may  be 
re-appointed,]  in  the,  following  manner,  viz. 
Six  from,  and  for  the  Eastern  District  com- 
posed of  ihe  counties  of  Sussex,  Warren, 
Morris,  Essex  and  Bergen  :  six  from,  and  for 
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the  Middle  District  composed  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Hunterdon,  Somerset,  Middlesex  and 
Monmouth :  six  from,  and  for  the  Western 
District  composed  of  the  counties  of  Burling- 
ton, Gloucester,  Salem,  Cumberland  and 
Cape  May. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  Censors  for  the 
society  and  for  the  Eastern  District  shall 
meet  yearly  and  every  year  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  June  at  Morristown  in  the  county 
of  Morris  ;  and  the  board  of  Censors  for  the 
Middle  District  shall  meet  yearly  and  every 
year  on  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  last. 
Wednesday  in  September,  at  the  Borough 
of  Princeton.  And  the  board  of  Censors 
for  the  Western  District  shall  meet  yearly 
and  every  year  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
June  at  Camden  in  the  county  of  Glouces- 
ter :  each  board  shall  convene  at  10  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  and  the  senior  Censor  shall 
preside. 

The  Censors  for  each  district  may  ad. 
journ  from  day  to  day  immediately  succeed- 
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ing  the  days  fixed  for  their  meetings  but  there 
cannot  be  any  extra  or  special  meetings. — 
And  if  any  one  of  the  number  required  by  law 
should  fail  to  attend  at  the  appointed  time  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  other  three  to  supply 
the  vacancy  by  electing  a  member  of  good 
standing  from  one  of  the  district  societies, 
who  for  the  time  being  shall  be  vested  with 
all  the  authority  and  privileges  of  a  regular 
Censor. 

Sec.  3.  Each  board  of  Censors  shall  ap- 
point at  their  first  meeting  a  Secretary  from 
their  own  body  for  the  ensuing  year ;  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  register  of  the 
names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  candi- 
dates who  shall  have  received  certificates, 
record  the  proceedings  of  the  board  in  a 
book,  and  report  the  register  and  such  parts 
of  the  records  as  may  be  proper,  to  the 
Medical  Society  of  New- Jersey  at  each  and 
every  anniversary  meeting ;  and  also  to  re- 
ceive the  fees  for  examinations,  for  which 
he  shall  be  held  accountable  to  the  society ; 
and  likewise  at  each  stated  meeting  of  this 
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society  to  transmit  and  deliver  to  the  Treas- 
urer thereof  the  balance  of  cash  in  his  hands, 
and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  a  true 
copy  of  the  records  he  may  have  made  m 
order  that  the  same  may  be  laid  befoie  the 
society. 

And  if  he  neglect  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  this  society  the  balance  of  money  in  his 
bands,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Treas- 
urer, to  make  in  writing  a  demand  for  said 
monies,  and  if  he  neglect  to  comply  for  the 
space  of  six  months  after  such  notice,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  insti- 
tute legal  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
such  debt ;  and  the  Secretary  so  neglecting, 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  any  office  of  the  so- 
ciety for  the  term  of  two  years. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Secre- 
tary to  pay  from  the  money  received  for  ex- 
aminations the  reasonable  expenses  incurred 
by  the  Censors  in  travelling  to,  abiding  at 
and  returning  from,  the  places  designated 
in  the  second  section  of  this  chapter,  and 
the  receipt  of  each  Censor  shall  be  his  vouch- 
er in  settling  with  the  Treasurer. 
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Sec.  4.  If  any  Censor  shall  neglect  to 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  board  without  rendering 
a  satisfactory  excuse  to  those  who  do  attend, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  Censor 
to  report  said  delinquent  to  the  society  at 
its  annual  meeting,  and  such  penalty  shall  be 
inflicted  as  the  society  may  deem  proper 
and  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  No  other  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  the  Censors  for  their  services  than 
the  payment  of  their  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary expenses  for  attending  to  the  duties  of 
their  appointment  on  the  days  directed  for 
their  meetings  in  the  second  section  of  this 
chapter ;  and  if  no  examinations  are  had,  or 
no  fees  received  on  those  days,  they  may 
draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  society  from 
its  unappropriated  funds  for  the  amount  of 
their  expenses  incurred  by  them  for  such 
attendance,  and  their  receipt  shall  be  deem- 
ed a  good  and  sufficient  voucher  for  the 
Treasurer. 
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Sec.  6.  Candidates  and  their  qualifications. 
Every  person  presenting  for  examination 
shall  have  the  following  qualifications  to  en- 
title him  to  an  examination  by  the  Censors 
of  the  Society. 

1st.  He  shall  be  a  person  of  sound  mind, 
moral  and  temperate  habits,  and  give  satis- 
factory evidence  of  having  arrived  to  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years. 

2nd.  He  shall  satisfy  the  board  of  Censors 
to  which  he  applies  for  examination  ;  and  it 
is  here  by  made  the  duty  of  the  board  to  re- 
quire full  and  satisfactory  evidence  by  certifi- 
cate that  he  has  studiedwith  a  regular  licensed 
physician' or  surgeon  for  four  years  and  at- 
tended at  least  one  full  course  of  Medical 
lectures  in  some  respectable  College  or  Uni- 
versity. But  if  he  has  obtained  an  academ- 
ical diploma,  then  three  years  study  with  a 
regular  licensed  physician  or  surgeon  shall 
be  sufficient.  The  said  diploma  must  be 
presented  to  the  board  as  evidence  of  quali- 
fication. 
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3rd.  Inquiry  shall  be  made  of  the  candi- 
date whether  any  part  of  his  time  has  been 
occupied  in  other  avocations,  and  if  so, 
it  shall  be  discretionary  with  the  board  to 
allow  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  time  of 
such  candidate's  pupilage. 

4th.  Every  student  applying  for  examina- 
tion, who  shall  have  commenced  the  study 
of  Physic  and  Surgery  in  this  State  after  the 
act  incorporating  Medical  Societies  was 
passed,  shall  present  to  the  board  of  Censors 
a  certificate  of  the  commencement  of  his 
studies,  endorsed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Medical  Society  of  New-Jersey,  or  the  Sec- 
retary of  one  of  the  District  Medical  Socie- 
ties, stating  the  day  and  year  when  the  de- 
posit had  been  made.  The  commencement 
of  his  term  of  study  to  be  calculated  from 
the  day  of  filing  the  said  certificate  with  the 
said  Secretary. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  being  satisfied  with 
the  testimonials  required  in  the  preceding 
section,  shall  proceed  to  examine  the  appli-

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cant  or  applicants,  carefully  and  impartially 
on  the  subjects  of  Materia  Medica,Pharmacy, 
Chemistry  Anatomy,  Surgery,  the  practice  of 
Physic  and  Midwifery ;  and  if  he  or  they  shall 
exhibit  a  general  acquaintance  with  each  of 
the  above  subjects,  and  if  upon  a  ballot 
[each  member  of  the  board  voting]  it  shall 
appear  that  there  are  three  votes  in  favor  of 
sustaining  the  examination,  the  candidates 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  board  a 
certificate  with  at  least  three  approving  sig- 
natures in  the  following  form,  viz :

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But  if  the  President  shall  have  satisfactory- 
evidence  to  doubt  that  the  certificate  is  gen- 
uine, or  that  in  obtaining  it,  there  has  been 
any  infraction  of  the  act  of  incorporation, 
or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Medi- 
cal Society  of  New-Jersey,  he  may  withhold 
the  diploma,  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  society,  when  he  shall  submit  the  case 
to  their  decision. 

Sec.  9.    If  any  candidate,  who  has  not 
pursued  his  studies  in  this  state  shall  apply 
for  examination,  the  same  qualifications  and 
the  same  careful  and  impartial  examination 
shall  be  required  as  from  the  students  who 
shall  have  prosecuted  their  studies  in  this 
State,  except  the  certificate  setting  forth  the 
commencement  of  the  pupil's  course  of  study 
according  to  the  fourth  article  of  the  sixth 
section  of  this  chapter,  but  the  Censors  are 
required  to  be  well  satisfied  by  certificate 
that  the  same  period  of  time  has  been  occu- 
pied by  the  candidate  in  the  pursuit  of  his 
studies  :  all  candidates  who  receive  certifi- 
cates under  the   provision  of  this  section 
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shall  pay  the  same  fees  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  students  of  this  state. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

ORDERS. 

1st.  At  the  meetings  of  the  society  the 
President  shall  not  leave  the  chair  unless  on 
some  urgent  occasion,  nor  speak  to  any 
question  without  first  obtaining  permission. 

2nd  Every  member  in  speaking  shall  rise 
in  his  place  and  address  the  chair,  and  shall 
not  be  interrupted  while  speaking  unless  he 
be  declared  out  of  order  an  appeal  being 
made  to  the  President. 

3rd.  If  a  member  has  spoken  once  in  any 
debate,  he  shall  not  speak  to  the  prevention 
of  another  who  has  not  spoken  and  mani- 
fests a  desire  to  speak,  and  no  member  can 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject 
without  permission  from  the  chair. 
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4th  Every  member  as  soon  as  he  has 
done  speaking  shall  sit  down. 

5th.  A  member  shall  not  speak  on  any 
subject  after  the  question  is  put  unless  to 
reconsider,  and  no  vote  shall  be  reconsider- 
ed at  the  same  meeting,  by  a  smaller  number 
than  were  present  at  its  passing. 

Gth.  A  motion  shall  not  be  considered  un- 
less seconded  and  shall,  if  required,  be  com- 
mitted to  writing,  before  any  discussion  or 
question  can  be  taken,  and  in  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
decide. 

7th.  A  member  shall  not  nominate  more 
than  one  person  for  the  same  committee, 
provided  the  first  person  nominated  by  him 
be  chosen. 

8th  The  Table  of  fees  and  rates  of  charg- 
ing as  fixed  and  established  by  this  society 
shall  be  the  criterion  [whenever  a  standard 
is  required]  for  regulating  and  determining 
pecuniary  considerations,  for  professional 
services  rendered  by  the  members  of  this, 
and  the  several  District  Societies  through 
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out  the  state  of  New-Jersey,  in  their  respec- 
tive locations. 

9th.  No  money  can  be  drawn  from  the 
Treasury,  unless  by  order  of  the  society  and 
certified  by  the  President  or  presiding  offi- 
cer ;  except  in  the  cases  heretofore  provided 
for. 

10th.  This  society  shall  have  control  over 
the  conduct  of  its  own  members ;  and  in 
reference  to  the  members  of  Listrict  Socie- 
ties, shall  exercise  only  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion. 

11  th.  Of  the  monies  accruing  from  license 
fees,  after  defraying  the  expenses  of  Censors, 
two  thirds  of  the  balance  shall  be  refunded 
to  the  District  Societies  in  an  equal  ratio  at 
each  annual  meeting.  But  no  dividend 
shall  be  made  to  any  District,  unless  said 
District  be  represented  by  delegation. 

12th.  Faithfulness  in  the  performance  of 
duties,punctuality  in  attendance  at  appointed 
periods,  for  transaction  of  business ;  deliber- 
ation and  harmony  in  council — concert  of 
plans  and  exertions  constitute  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  associations  for  the  promo- 
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tion  of  general  and  important  objects.  It 
shall  therefore  be  considered  indecorous  and 
unbecoming  a  member  to  decline  or  unfaith- 
fully perform  the  duties  assigned  him  unless 
under  circumstances  of  a  peculiar  nature  of 
which  the  society   shall  always  determine, 

13th.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President, 
and  of  all  other  officers  who  in  the  discharge 
of  their  official  duties,  deliver  addresses  or 
present  reports  upon  subjects  referred  to 
them,  either  by  the  rules,  or  by  a  vote  of  the 
society;  to  furnish  the  Secretary  on  the 
same,  or  the  next  succeeding  meeting,  with 
a  copy  thereof;  to  be  by  him  preserved 
among  the  archives  of  the  society. 

14th.  No  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall 
be  made  except  the  subject  proposed  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  society  at  a  previous  stated  meeting,  and 
the  concurrence  of  three  fourths  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  ratify 
and  confirm  any  amendment.
